Our College 

Agricultural Higb School developmeni h« 
Mississippi began in 1908 whet, the State 
legislature passed acts authoring 
schools. Holmes County was one of the 
pioneer counties in the movement and t .rough 
tll , efforts of lending: citizens established 
their Agricultural High School in 1910. There 
was no heated controversy as to its location 
as indicated by bids offered, but today every 
city, town, and community in the county ex- 
presses desires that the school was within its 
bounds. The town of Goodman was the suc- 
cessful bidder and with railroad and high- 
ways so convenient and with the natural 
scenery that prevails the citizenship of the 
county agrees that a better location would 
be very difficult to find. 



From the records one may find bow the school began with a small enroll- 
ment which necessitated only a small amount of equipment and buildings. 
But these early students still have loyalty and devotion for the school and have 
played a great part toward promoting its cause. There were times when the 
way seemed a bit gloomy but there was always present some teachers, students, 
or citizens who were ready to stand fast and plan right. The trustees have 
been men who felt the needs, thought them over, and then made plans to 
meet them. 



From the small enrollment and the one building the enrollment this session 
will in all probability reach the 300 mark.
